Eugene DCHJJUN was issued an Italian passport under the naae of 

rodgft CAl ifltervention of the Italian Navy, for shoe he had performed 
services. When DOUiCAN oould no longer be utilised by the Italians, 
the Italian Chanter Espionage Service was requested to pick up DOUJttN's 
peeeport on the pretense of renewing it. However, DGLXJIAN photographed the 
paasport before releasing it to the Italians. 



b. When 9wiss authorities, (Bundes Polisei), who had tolerated the presence 
of DCUJttM in Lugano, learned he no longer possessed a passport, they promptly 
took steps to expel him from Swiss territory. However, the Italians were forced 
to accept hlis as an Italian oitisen whan Subject produoed the photograph of 
his Italian passport.
